Russian Paper Making. 





After trying to furnish some items of interest 
about foremen and machinery here, I shall re- 
mark upon the subject of purchasing and sell- 
ing. 

The abundance of rags in Russia has been at 
no time so strikingly demunstrated, probably, 
as in the spring of 1880. Prices rose rapidly, 
rags were excessively scarce, dealers did well 
and were jubilant, feeling persuaded that this 
improvement would last for a long time. Mean- 
while, petitions largely circulated among mahu- 
facturers advocating an increased rag export 
duty. As soon as an advance of about 20 to 25 
per cent. had been reached, offerings largely in- 
creased, and dealers abated much from their 
jubilant tone; still, prices stood firmly. At this 
juncture I had occasion to converse with a large 
rag dealer in a little city in the interior of Russia 
about the position of the rag trade and about rag 
gathering. The latter it seems, is still very 
much in its infancy; it has, indeéd, only taken 
good shape in regions in which there are paper 
mills, as well as in the vicinity of railroad lines 
and great water courses. 

On the great plains there rot annually many 
millions of puds, and even supposing there were 
rag pickers, it did not pay at former prices to 
get the rags to the railroad depots. The Russian 
peasant has to convey with his little horse—the 
high roads being execrable—seldom more than 
25 to 30 puds (10 ewts.) of rags a distance of ten 
days, round trip, not a great distance in this 
country, and at the railroad station he is paid 80 
copeks per pud, i. e., 20 to 24 rubles for the en- 
tire load. Not having a return freight, little 
profit will, therefore, remain on the advent- 
ure. 

The cost of transportation always being the 
same every advance in the selling price of rags, 
therefore, directly benefits these little advent- 
ures, and every fresh improvement widens the 
sphere of contribution, and as long as the price 
is sustained there will be no end to the supply 
So far, the excellence of Russian rags is known 
to all paper manufacturers; but henceforward a 
gradual lowering of quality is to be appre- 
hended, for cotton manufacture has increased in 
this country at an astonishing rate. We, there- 
fore, now perceive a gradual deterioration of 
quality through the admixture of cotton, a 
thing formerly altogether unknown. The pure 
linen bag gets to be scarce and the jute bag 
gains in frequency of use. A superior and 
cheap raw material for low wrapping paper is 
still secured from enormous quantities of linden 
mats, 

There are no rag dealers properly speaking 
at St. Petersburg, for the rag gatherers col- 
lect and sell indiscriminately old bones, bottles, 
iron, rags, &c.; hence the quantities of the latter 
usually for sale here are not nearly as large as is 
usually insisted upon, and the quality is poor in- 
deed. Still, as compared with our neighbors 
and competitors in Finland we are well off in 
point of supply of good rags, for Finland is com- 
pelled to draw the bulk of its supplies of rags 
from Russia. This is a great drawback for our 
sister province, considering the heavy cost of 
cartage and freight and the fact that the people 
there are compelled to fall into the hands of the 
greater dealers here—a peculiarity of our mar- 
ket—who pocket a large profit for jobbing what 
they buy of the small gatherer. 

On the other hand. Russia consumes a great 
deal of wood pulp, the bulk of which it has to 
procure from Finland. Finland is a country, so 
to say, singled out by nature for everything re- 
lating to wood. ‘It is covered with forests, and 
in spite of abominable mismanagement, which 
destroys its forests without replanting, the lat- 
ter will hold out for a long while, and to this 
there have to be added the easily utilized water 
power and the superior roads and water courses. 
Even the remotest paper mills in Finland are in 
direct communication either with the sea, by 
means of inland lakes and canals, or with the 
government railway, now being pushed further 
north to Wasa. After it shall have reached the 
latter city, there will be one continuous line 
traversing Finland. As late as a few years ago 
large quantities of wood board were imported 
here from Germany; now Finland, after supply- 
ing the large consumption thereof in Russia, has 
an excess left for export abroad. 

Straw pulp has hitherto been used compara- 
tively little in Russia; but now, that rags are 
getting to be dearer and of inferior quality, 
Russian paper makers are more and more forced 
to resort to substitutes, causing straw also to be 
gradually adopted for the purpose. Straw 
board is not yet introduced, so that even paper 
box manufacturers still exclusively consume 
wood board.—Correspondence Papier Zeitung.

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Graduated Belt Stretcher. 


The improvement in graduated belt stretchers, 
illustrated in the engraving, consists in a me- 
chanical contrivance for holding the belt firmly 
while it is being stretched to the required de- 
gree of tension, securing it in such manner that 
the ends of the belt may be laced or fastened 
together in any approved manner; and also in 
the means employed for showing exactly what 
degree of tension should be given for belts of 
various widths. 

In the drawings, Figure 1 is a plan view of 
this graduated belt stretcher, showing the ar- 
rangement of all the parts, the ends of a belt 
being placed therein ready to be stretched to the 
proper tension; and Fig. 2 is a side elevation of 
two of the blocks used for holding the belt. 

Heretofore, in the use of belts for driving ma- 
cinery of all kinds, considerable experience and 
skill have been necessary on the part of the 
mechanic or operator in order to enable him to 
determine the necessary tension to give a belt 
when adjusting it to the driving pulleys. 

It is asserted that with this device no peculiar 
skill is necessary, an apprentice being as capable 
of ascertaining and giving a belt the requisite 
degree of tension as a mechanic of experience. 
It often oceurs, from the shape or location of 
pulleys, that the belt must be placed thereon be- 
fore it can be laced; with this device the ends of 
the belt may be as easily and quickly fastened 
together while the belt is on the pulleys, and 
stretched as tightly as when it is simply passed 
over the driving shaft. 

AA are blocks of hard wood or metal, made 
of sufficient length and strength to hold all or- 
dinary sizes of belting. Where extra large sizes 
are used the blocks may be made to conform 
with the work to bedone. B B are metal plates 





secured to the wooden blocks by screws, or in } 


any preferred manner. These plates are slot- 
ted so that the bolt-head c may be secured 
therein. aa are bolts extending through the 


blocks, as shown by the dotted lines in Fig. 2. |) 
Four of these blocks are employed, two upon |) 


each end of the belt. D D are bolts passing 
through grooves upon the inner face of each 
block, their position being indicated by the dot- 
ted lines in Fig. 1. Upon the end of the bolt D, 
opposite to the head ¢, an eye is provided for the 
reception of a ring attached to the graduated 
spring E. F F are bolts passing through grooves 
in the other series of blocks. These bolts are 
much longer than D D, and are screw-threaded 
for at least one-half of their length. The rings 
tf, upon the ends of each bolt opposite to nuts 
¢c’ c’, are swiveled, so that the bolt may be turned 
freely either to the right or left without turning 
the ring f. At gg the bolts F are made square, 
for the purpose of applying a wrench when it is 
desired to turn them in either direction. E E 
are steel springs, constructed after the well 
known method emploped for common weighing 
scales. Of course the springs used must be of 
greater strength. Instead of marking the num- 
ber of pounds upon the spring-case e, the differ- 
ent widths of belting usually employed may be 
stamped, painted, or otherwise placed thereon, 
running from one inch up to any number in 
width, and the space between the numbers may 
be divided into halves and quarters when a 
great degree of accuracy is required. 

‘The safe working strain to place upon a belt 
one inch in width is 66.25 pounds. The tension 
to which the belt should be drawn is 42.5 pounds, 
From this it will be seen that the point marked 
one inch upon the spring cases represents 21.25 
pounds, the strain being equally divided be- 
tween the two springs; for a two-inch belt 42.5 
pounds, &c,

LL are the two ends of a belt, secured in place 
in blocks A ready for adjustment L’ is a sec- 
tion of the belt, showing its position between the 
blocks. Where metal blocks are employed in- 
stead of wood, that part which comes in contact 
with the belt may be slightly corrugated or 
roughened to prevent slipping,

Coloring Paper Pulp. 
By JuLius Errurr, 





Part II. —COonTINUED. 


BLUE COLoRs. 

The best process for coloring blue is to com- 
bine Prussian blue with aniline blue. By this 
means, handsome fast and opaque colors are ob- 
tained. Forthe production of certain special 
tints, prussiate of potash or aniline blue are at 
times taken alone, The Paris blue of trade, as 
well as the aniline blue preparations, differ very 
much in quality so far as their coloring capacity 
is concerned, These recipes, therefore, mere- 
ly mention about the quantities by weight 
requisite. 

A.—Light Blue, with Prussiate of Potash and 

Aniline Blue.— 

1 to 2 kilogs. sulphate of alumina or alum; 4 hour 
later, 4% to 1 kilog. iron mordant; 10 minutes 
later, 14 to \& kilog. prussiate of potash, 100 to 200 
grams sulphuric acid; 10 minutes later, 75 to 150 
grams aniline blue. 

| A.—Medium Blue, with Prussiate of Potash and 

Aniline Blue.— 

2 to 3 kilogs. sulphate of alumina or alum, 1 to 2 ki- 
logs. iron mordant, }¢ to 1 kilog. prussiate of pot- 
ash, 200 to 400 grams sulphuric acid, 200 to 400 
grams aniline blue. 

A.—Deep Blue,with Prussiate of Potash and Ani- 
line Blue.— 

3 to 4 kilogs. sulphate of alumina or alum, 24% to5 
kilogs. iron mordant, 114 to 244 kilogs. prussiate 
of potash, 400 to 500 grams sulphuric acid, 400 to 
800 grams aniline blue. 

The color will be given according as the ani- 
line blue may have a purely blue, greenish or 
reddish cast. If the green is to be more pro- 
nounced, add a little extract of fustic.

4 to 5 kilogs. sulphate of alumina or alum, 3 to5 
kilogs. milori or Paris blue, 500 to 750 grams 
chemically pure tin salt. 

By adding a solution of extract of logwood 
these colors may be darkened; but this will, of 
course, be at the expense of purity and beauty. 


PRUSSIAN BLUE. 

To be fast, fluid neutralized prussiate of pot- 
ash is dyed on pulp mordanted with alum, and 
then enlivened with tin salt. The quantity to 
be used will depend on the depth of color de- 


sired. 
GREEN COLORS. 


The fastest green colors are obtained by com- 
bining Prussian or Paris blue with chrome yei- 
low. Opaque but decidedly more beautiful 
colors are produced by means of Prussian or 
Paris blue and the extract of either fustic or 
quercitron, adding thereto methyl green. It is 
true the colors obtained from aniline green di- 
rect have a very fine appearance, but they lack 
fullnes, unless a large amount of coloring mat- 
ter is used. Olive or moss green aniline prepa- 
rations are remarkable for easy handling; they 
are procurable in trade of any variety of shades. 


A.—Light Green, with Malachite Green and 
Phenyl Yellow.— 

1% to 2 kilogs. sulphate of alumina; 14 hour later, 300 
to 400 grams malachite green, mixed with acetic 
acid, 150 to 200 grams sulphur yellow. 

A.—Medium Green, with Malachite Green and 

Phenyl Yellow.— 

2 to 3 kilogs. sulphate of alumina, 500 to 700 grams 
malachite green, with acetic acid; 250 to 350 grams 
sulphur yellow. 

Full Green, with Malachite Green and Phenyl

chite green, with acetic acid; 375 to 500 grams 
sulphur yellow. 

Whenever bluish green tints are wanted, the 
yellow extract will have to be omitted, while the 
phenyl yellow will have to be strengthened 
whenever a yellowish green shade is to be ob- 
tained.

Deep Green, with Paris Blue and Extract of

4to 5 kilogs. sulphate of alumina or alum, 2 to 3 
kilogs. Paris blue, 2 to 344 kilogs. prime French 
extract of fustic, 350 to 600 grams methy! green. 

The Paris blue of trade may, of course, be re- 
placed by neutralized prussiate of potash, which 
may be prepared in suitable quantities.

There is no improvement in trade over here. | 
I think that horse racing is about the only thing 
that’s flourishing here just now, and even in 
that you have the best of it. The Derby week 
and Ascot following has emptied town, compara- 
tively speaking. 

Since I last wrote you—some time ago, owing 
to bad health—death has been busy among 
our paper makers here. I was very sorry to 
hear of Walter Munckton’s decease, he being a 
friend of mine and an estimable man for many 


qualities. He was the oldest son of | 


Munckton, of the well known Basted mills, near 
Sevenoaks. 

Your paper consumers will, doubtless, know 
the firm of Wm. Chadwick & Sons, of Man- 
chester, very large paper makers of news chiefly. 
Wm. Chadwick died a few days ago. He had 
been ill for some time and never got over the 
last attack he had in the winter. I believe he 
once had a contract for news with one of your 
dailies. 

Four failures occurred here quite recently. I 
see that in the instance of John Olive & Co., 
near Bury, the largest smash, the creditors 
have accepted a composition of 10 per cent., and 
they ought to be satisfied. 

Notwithstanding bad trade and the groanings 
and moanings of paper makers, the paper mak- 
ing engineers are very busy. Geo. & Wm. 
Bertram, of Sciennes, are making five paper- 
making machines, besides other machinery at 
their works; Jas. Bertram & Sons are making 
two paper machines, and one large drying ma- 
chine. Masson & Scott, of Battersea, are also 
very busy. This does not look as if things were 
too bad. 

Mr. Bertram, Sr., who has been very indis- 
posed for some time, is now quite recovered. As 
he is well known by the entire paper trade of 
the world, I feel sure you will be glad to hear 
of his good fortune. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Oscar H. Green- 
leaf, of the Holyoke Paper Company, yesterday. 
He arrived all safe and sound in our city on 
Monday last. He is somewhat puzzled with our 
“big” city over here, and he must study 
geography a bit before he knows London. I 
also met Mr. Carter, of ink celebrity. Mr. 
Train also is here, as well as W. A. Russell— 
quite a bevy of “ distinguished foreigners.” 
What with Iroquois, Foxhall and the visitors, 
your side has been uncommonly thick here 
lately. 

I was pleased and amused with the Lockwood 
Press dinner.

Holyoke Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoke, Mass., June 30, 1881, 


We expect to be very quiet here for a few 
days after to-night, as the water is to be let out 
of the canals and that will stop nearly every 
wheel in the city. But the manufacturers, or a 
large number of them, have this week addressed 
individual communications to the Water Power 
Company, asking it to make the shut-down less 
than a whole week. This tells the story of the 
state of business here better than anything else 
could. Everything is on the jump and not a 
single mill can afford to stop six days. This is 
true of all of the industries, although the paper 
makers started the idea of making the above 
request. It is not known whether the company 
will heed the request; it will if its own business 
can possibly be done in less than a week. It 
wants to begin a job of extensive wall building 
on the lower canal and it can be done much bet- 
ter with the water out, but of course it could 
not be completed in a week and much of it will 
have to be done with the water in any way, by 
building coffer-dams and working Sundays 
perhaps. I expect to see the mills start up 
again about Tuesday. This will give four days 
including Sunday, enough for a good deal of 
work the way it is done here. The ordinary 
Fourth of July shut-down is only three days, 
and nearly all new water connections are made 
at that time. As soon as the water is drained 
out of the canals to-night this kind of work will 
begin. The Syms & Dudley Paper Company 
will put in its head-gates, having been at work 
weeks getting ready for it. The Nonotuck 
Paper Company will take out its turbine and 
put in a much larger one with power enough to 
run its new engines and machine. The Merrick 
Thread Company will expedite matters con- 
nected with the building of its new mill by put- 
ting in the canal wall for its raceway. Besides 
these, other mills will have general repairs to 
make. 

The Valley Paper Company shut down yester- 
day so as to get a little more time to put in its 
water connections, and the work will be rushed 
while the water is out. 

There is so much building going on here, and 
every one is in so much of a hurry with his own 
work, that the contractors cannot find masons 
and carpenters enough. This makes wages high 
and gives all of the mechanics a share in the 
general prosperity. 

The Crocker Filter Company seems to be suc- 
ceeding pretty well with the big forty-eight inch 
filter which it has had on exhibition here for a 
few days. The paper makers, for whose special 
use it has been made, are much interested in it, 
and I think the agent is selling some. The man 
or the company that can solve the question of 
filtering the canal water successfully, will not 
lack for business here, for a great deal of money 
and labor has been expended in the effort. The 
difficulty is not entirely in cleansing the water, 
but also in doing it fast anough. The paper 
engines take such large quantities, that no filters 
have heretofore been invented which will give 
enough water under the pressure derived from 
the ordinary head. 

A Frenchman named Alphonse Panquette lost 
one of his thumbs and had his hand otherwise 
hurt by a circular saw at the Winona paper mill 
the other day, and Jerry Haggerty had a toe 
taken off by an elevator in the Wauregan mill. 
At the Chemical paper mill, Saturday, a pile of 
some 1,200 pounds of stock fell upon a workman 
named John Farrel and fractured his thigh. 

Holyoke expects the free postal delivery very 
soon. Other places, smaller and of much less 
business importance, have been given the privi- 
lege by the department, and we have begun to 
make a stir about the matter.

Another large establishment has decided ‘to | 
put in steam engines to run its works when the 
water is out of the canals or the wheels are out 
of order. Of course steam will come to be em- 
ployed here more and more, but water will al- 
ways be the mainstay. 

One contractor, who is doing the brick and 
stone work on most of the new mills, has a | 
monthly pay roll of about $15,000. 

Reuben Shirreffs, first assistant hydraulic en- 
gineer at the Water Power Company’s office, has 
resigned and gone to Richmond, Va., to take 
charge of the water power there, where they are 


trying to develop it and attract Northern capi- | 


tal. Mr. Shirreffs was the originator of the new 
industrial association and otherwise has been a 
very useful member of society, so that he will 
be greatly missed. H.

We must secure mar- 
kets while they may be had and while there 
is the ability and the means to push busi- 
ness. This should not be a thing of last re- 
sort, but should rather be an act of prudence 
which takes care of the contingency of 
overstocking the home market and provides 
a way for the overflow to be utilized and 
made profitable.

sure advice is not to inure 
solely to their profit. The warning has been 
sounded that we are going forth to battle 
for supremacy, and the call to action has 
been given to our competitors. The British 
paper makers are notified that we are in the 
field and that we are wont to attempt won- 
drous things. One contemporary says that 
impracticabilities are great temptations to 
us and that we have many times succeeded 
where failure seemed certain. There is 
nothing impracticable, however, in making 
a market for American paper, and we do not 
admit that failure is possible if the export 
trade is pushed rightly. Let us, therefore, 
eliminate the word ‘‘failure” from the vo- 
cabulary so far as American paper making 
is concerned, and demonstrate that we can 
sell as well as we can make, and give no

Why the Belt Twists. 





To the Editor of The Journal: 

Possibly there are no articles of paper makers’ 
supplies which are more carelessly used and on 
which there is more abuse poured, than the wet 
and press felts of paper machines. This will 
continue until the fact is recognized and acted 
upon, that in order to have a felt give satisfac- 
tion, it must be run on the machine as near as 
possible in the form ithas been woven. The blue 
thread is inserted by manufacturers as a guide, 
and any deviation from keeping this thread per- 
fectly straight is detrimental to the working of 
the felt. First, in making it shrink in breadth; 
second, in twisting the meshes so as to obstruct 
the passage of the water; and lastly, only for ob- 
structing the passage of the water, so that the 
felt has to be taken off and washed, it would end 
in the felt getting wrinkled and cut to pieces. 
In most cases the machine tender can by tinker- 
ing around, manage to do a good deal towards 
remedying it, but as a general thing he does not, 
and I am sorry to have it tosay, that a majority 
of them do not know how. lt is true that at an 
odd time you may come across a felt that it is 
not possible to get around it, but such a circum- 
stance is extremely rare and by no means war- 
rants the wholesale denunciation which is dealt 
out on the poor felts. Now, I think it is about 
time to put the saddle on the right horse, and I 
know what I say to be correct, that in ninety- 
nine times out of one hundred the reason why 
the felt twists is because the rolls which the felt 
travels over are in bad snape. If a felt does 
‘not travel well, turn the rolls, put them in the 
shape they ought to be, and have them strong 
enough. It is cheaper to have a few wooden 
rolls turned once or twice a year, than to buy 
two or three extra felts. OBSERVER.

To obviate this the 
inventor has made a recess in the bottom of the 
engine, fitting a plate (with suitable apertures) 
over it on a level with the bottom and leading a 
pipe therefrom to the front of the engine. In 
fact it is the principle of the suction box applied 
to the washing engine. The pipe leading from 
the recess to the front of the engine is telescopic 
and can be raised above the level of the top, or 
slid down below the level of the bottom of the 
engine. This gives an opportunity for regulat 
ting it to any suction required. That is, it is in- 
tended for some stock when furnishing to have 
the discharge as low as the bottom of the engine, 
gradually raising it according to the progress 
made in washing. The water discharged 
always in sight of the engineer, and coming 
from the bottom of the engine, is a surer guide 
for testing than by cylinder washer. I would 
not be surprised if it eventually supersedes the 
cylinder washer on washing engines. Meantime 
I would advise parties interested to go there and 
have a look at it. I am certain they will, on 
seeing it, consider themselves amply repaid for 
their trouble. H. G.

Electric Properties of Paper. 





M. Jamin, the celebrated electrician, has for- 
warded to the French Academy of Science, a 
very interesting communication made to him by 
M. C. Wideman, a chemist, who has discovered 
that ordinary paper, well dried and heated, ac- 
quires electric properties as soon as it is briskly 
brushed and feels crisp in the hand, and makes 
small luminous discharges in the dark. Electric 
paper adheres to a wall. 

M. Wideman has discovered that it is possible 
to increase the electricity considerably by sub- 
mitting the paper to a previous treatment. By 
plunging unstrained or silk paper into a liquid 
compound, equally of nitric and sulphuric acids, 
then washing well in water and drying, it be- 
comes charged with electric properties. If it 
be placed on a wooden table or on a sheet of 
polished iron, and rubbed with the hand, it im- 
mediately attracts all light bodies, feathers, 
little pieces of paper, elder-pith, &c. When it 
is raised from a sheet of iron, one sees in the 
dark the whole surface to be luminous, as if 
covered with phosphorus; and by touching it 
with the finger one sees an electric spark. A 
Leyden jar may be charged with this paper, 
and made into a veritable battery. In a word, 
all experiments in electricity may be performed 
with it. 

This paper preserves its curious properties for 
a long time, and if they are weakened, they can 
be revived by warming it slowly. It gives out 
an odor like ozone upon being rubbed. One 
sees by the foregoing that for a few pence an 
electric machine, capable of all experiments, 
may be procured.—B. and C. Printer and Sta- 
tioner.

The Boston Journal of Commerce says that 
at a meeting of his creditors held last week in 
Boston, Isaac Ellis, paper manufacturer, Nor- 
wood, presented a statement showing liabilties 
of about $20,000, of which about $7,000 is for 
merchandise and is unsecured, the balance being 
for borrowed money and secured by mortgage 
on the debtor’s factory and real estate. The 
creditors voted that the property should be 
mortgaged for a year to three trustees, who are 
to act for and in behalf of all the creditors, Mr. 
Montague, of Haskins & Montague, being chosen 
as one of the committee. Mr. Ellis has written 
a letter to THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL denying 
the report that he had failed and saying that he 
has an abundance of orders, and that he is run- 
ning his mill full time.

It was stated in THE PaPeER TRADE JOURNAL 
of June 25 that a seizure of 55 bales of rags im- 
ported by W. Irving Clark had been made by 
the customs authorities on the ground that they 
were woolen rags and subject to duty. Mr. 
Clark objecting to this statement a reporter of 
Tue JoURNAL called at the custom house to in- 
quire into the facts as represented by the govern- 
ment officials. Calling upon J. Q. Howard, ap- 
praiser, the reporter was referred to John 
Baush, assistant appraiser, attached to the Sixth 
Division, and to George W. Wright, chief clerk 
of the Law Division, from whom the following 
statement was obtained: ‘“‘The steamer Titania 
arrived here from Dundee in the month of April 
and her cargo included two lots of rags, one of 
which consisted of 50 bales, consigned to Ser- 
geant Brothers, and the other of 55 bales to W. 
Irving Clark. Soon after their arrival the 50 
bales consigned to Sergeant Brothers were re- 
turned by the Appraiser’s Department as dutia- 
ble, and subject to a rate of 12 cents per pound. 
The importers being notified of this, immedi- 
ately entered their protest and furnished satis- 
factory evidence of the non-dutiable character 
of the stock, whereupon the Treasury Depart- 
ment directed a reappraisement, which was im- 
mediately made, and a return of this reappraise- 
ment to the Law Division certifying the fact of 
their free entry is all that prevents the ban be- 
ing taken off of the goods. The Appraiser’s De- 
partment erred in the first place in not having a 
proper examination made, and thus saving the 
importers a considerable amount of annoyance. 
It is claimed that the custom house authorities 


justify their action by reason of information | 


given them by a paper stock firm and of assur- 
ances of their dutiable character.” Mr. Clark’s 
rags were of the same character as those seized 
and arriving by the same vessel. The seizure 
was thought to apply to all of the rags of this 
description. But as detention was only made of 
the 50 bales consigned to Sergeant Brothers, Mr. 
Clark is not concerned in the affair.

The French Paper Trade and Commer- 
cial Treaties. 


The President of the French Paper Makers’ 
Association has addressed the following letter to 
the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce: 

Srr—The negotiations for concluding a new 
Franco-English treaty of commerce have just 
been commenced in London, and there is every 
reason to suppose‘that they will terminate in a 
contract between the two powers. This contract 
will immediately be the starting point for a series 
of conventions between France and the other 
countries having commercial relations with us. 
Under these circumstances you will, perhaps, 
allow the important trade of paper making to 
bring before you a question, the solution of 
which may exercise a very great influence on its 
future. We wish to speak of the import duty 
on foreign papers, which is fixed at 11 francs in 
the general tariff, while it was only 8 francs in 
the old treaties of commerce. It has occurred 
to us that the English will ask for a return to the 
latter figure in the concluding convention. In 
order to avoid all surprise, we must be before- 
hand and energetically repulse such a claim, for 
by entertaining it the duties already acquired 
would be manifestly injured 

A few words of explanation will show, accord 
ing to the latest evidence, that the variation of 
3 francs between the conventional tariff and 
that of the customs has not been granted to the 
paper trade as a gratuitous right, nor inscribed 
as a basis for the ulterior debates of the inter-

when he associated with him John George Day, 
who had been a salesman for the then well known 
paper house of G. H. & L. Laflin, of Chicago, Il. 
The name of the new firm was J. B. Ayres & 
Co. This copartnership lasted until June, 1872. 
From 1872 to 1876 Mr. Ayres did business by 
himself, but in the latter year he took Theodore 
Conrow into copartnership with him, and the 
name of J. B. Ayres & Co. was again put up 
over the front door. 

Under a gruff exterior, which kept strangers 
at a distance and often caused him to be misun- 
derstood, Mr. Ayres concealed a kind and gen- 
erous nature. Though naturally taciturn, he 
had none of the inclinations of a recluse. On the 
contrary, he enjoyed the society of his fellow 
men, and often courted it. He was exceedingly 
fond of driving good horses, and during the lat- | 
ter years of his life was one of the best known 
men ‘on the road;” and in going out upon the 
road he always took especial pleasure in carry- 
ing some valued friend with him. In fact, his 
love of horses was so strong that, even while he 
was a journeyman paper maker, as he long 
afterwards admitted to a friend, he denied him- 
self many of the ordinary comforts of life that 
he might keep a saddle nag. 

His taciturnity has already been referred to. 
It is said by those who have often traveled with 
him, that he would frequently ride hundreds of 
miles without uttering a word. Yet, strange to 
say, he was an excellent salesman, and on the 
subject of busimess could always talk fluently 
enough. A friend has said of him: ‘tHe had 
the tact of putting his feet on the bar of a chair 
and talking a man into buying a bill of paper.” 

To Mr. Ayres’ sterling integrity all who came 
in contact with him bear testimony. He died on 
April 4 last of apoplexy. On the afternoon of 
Saturday, April 2, he was out driving. Towards 
evening his horses were seentrotting rapidly down 
Seventh avenue, and it was noticed that he did 
not seem able to manage them. Mr. Briggs, the 
keeper of the stable made the discovery and he 
at once stopped the horses, and led them into 
the building. He observed an unnatural appear- 
ance in Mr. Ayres’ face and told him that he 
had better go right to bed. The latter re- 
plied shortly, ‘‘l have never been sick yet so 
that I could not walk out, and I have never been 
in bed in the day time. I am not going to com- 
mence now.” It was necessary, however, to 
carry him to his residence where he speedily be- 
unconscious and remained so until he 
died. He was buried at Pittsfield, Mass.

(pumping water from the coffer dam), I had it placed in the fire room 
simply for menage in case it should be required again for the same pur- 
pose, Afterwards, it was put up for washing down the wharf, and by 
applying a 14inch nozzle salt water was drawn from the river and 

rown a perpendicular distance of 100 feet; so in case of fire on any 
part of the pier the pump can be set working almost instantly. 

I congratulate you on the improvements | have discovered you have 
made and its many uses it can be applied to. We are always ready to 
exhibit it to those looking for such a pump, and every pier and ware- 
house where steam is used should not be without a New Pulsometer.
